man was that he had accepted the cargo in damaged con 
dition for transport voluntarily contrary to the instructions 
of the employer and as to shortages, the workman gave 
evasive replies & threatened to abandon the service and 
went away and never returned for duty ; Carmo Azavedo 
and cleaner Anant were present when this incident took 
place , the next day the workman came and took his entire 
salary for November and went, away openly saying that 
he was abandoning service; no gold strap of the workman 
was with the employer ; in any event, it cannot be relevant 
in the present dispute and would be beyond the jurisdiction 
of this Tribunal; the letters were not replied to as the 
employer was not bound to do so ; there has been no ter 
mination of service at all; because of abandonment of ser 
vice by the workman , the employer had to sell away the 
truck on 15-8-75 i. e . within one year of the abandonment 
of service and hence the workman was not entitled to any 
relief . 

The workman during his statement stated that the employer , 
the workman and the cleaner had gone to Bombay with the 
Truck which left Bombay on or about 19-11-74 loaded with 
7 packages of milk tins among other goods; by about 
6.00 p . m . of 20-11-74 , they reached Mapusa and some goods 
were delivered there , the employer keeping the delivery slips 
with him and then the truck reached Panjim and was halted 
near the employers house for the night, it being too late to : 
deliver the goods; the next morning the truck was found near 
the bus stand, having been driven by the employer and at that 
stage the workman took over and drove the bus to the bazar 
area for delivering the milk tins ; and when the packages were 
being unloaded at the godown of the consignee they were found 
to have been opened and the contents short in number ; the 
consignee refused to pay the transport charges in view of 
the damaged condition of the packages and shortages till he 
could check up with the Bombay supplier ; this led to a show 
of temper by the 2nd party and exchange of hot words with 
the consignee and the 2nd party told the workman to , press 
for payment of transport charges; when the workman vent 
to the consignee, the latter said that he was ready to give a 
writing about the matter but would not pay ; when this was 
reported to the employer , the latter asked the former to go 
away and not to come back ; the next day the workman again 
went but was asked to go away and that thereafter on 1-12-74 , 
Exh . W1 was addressed to the employer . 

The workman also said that Rs. 25 / - per month were being 
deducted out of his salary by the employer and deposited in 
Bank account No. 2799 , the pass book remaining with the 
employer ; a few days prior to 22-11-74 while attending to 
a puncture in one of the wheels of the truck , he took out his 
gold watch strap and gave to the employer for holding during 
the repairing of the puncture and this has not been returned ; 
at no time was any charge brought against him by the em 
ployer and the workman never told the employer that he 
would give up the job of employer. 

In cross examination , he denied suggestions about the 
employer s versions. He also said that he had checked the 
consignments at Bombay when they were loaded and they 
had been in good conditions . He denied that he alone went 
to the consignee for delivering the cartons and thereafter 
only reported to the employer about the shortages and could 
not explain and left the job . He denied the suggestion that the 
employer was not present during the trip to and fro Bombay . 

The employer stated that he paid the entire salary to the 
workman and never kept Rs . 25 / - with him for depositing in

The Government of Goa , Daman and Diu , referred the 
dispute concerning the termination of the service of the 
workman by his employer, for adjudication setting out the 
following schedule . 


SCHEDULE 


" Whether the termination of services of Shri Ramesh 
V. Shirodkar, Driver, with effect from 23-11-1974 by 
Shri Roger Cabral, Truck Owner, Dona Paula , Caran 
zalem , Goa , is legal and justified ? 

If not , to what relief the workman is entitled to ? " 
By the claim statement , the workman stated that he 
joined the employer s service as a Truck driver in or about 
1970 and had put in about five years service and was on 
a pay of Rs. 300 / - per month ; that out of the pay Rs. 25 / 
per month were deducted by the employer for depositing 
in Baroda Bank Account No. 2799, an account which was 
opened by the employer himself on 12-1-71 for making 
the monthly deposits ; on or about 22-11-74 the employer 
terminated the services of the workman without any reasons, 
illegally wrongfully and without giving any opportunity 
and in a dictatorial manner ; the workman went to the 
employer on the next day but was refused work ; the Pass 
book was not returned ; a gold strap belonging to the work 
man was with the employer which was also not returned ; 
a letter was written on these matters to the employer on 
1-12-74 which was not even replied to ; by a letter of 
7-1-75 , reinstatement was asked for along with continuity 
of service and full back wages , but the employer ignored 
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the Bank ; the workman became indifferent and inefficient 
when he started operating on the Bombay trips and hence in 
the initial stages the employer had to go with him on the 
Bombay trips ; in November , 1974 , the workman delivered the 
goods to various goods to the consignees and then gave 
accounts of the trip when some outstandings were noticed ; 
the employer asked the workman to collect the outstanding 
charges also ; the workman failed to do so ; then the employer 
went to the consignee of the milk cartons who refused to pay 
because of damaged condition and shortage of the tins ; then 
the employer questioned and scolded the workman for shor 
tages and threatened to recover the loss from his salary ; the 
workman then did not come for work for a day or two and 
thereafter came with another substitute driver and the 
employer paid the workman thinking that he would come to 
work after sometime, a thing which the workman had done 
on some former occasions; but the workman never turned 
inspite of several messages and finally the employer was 
compelled to sell the truck on 15-8-75 ; in March 1976 he 
bought another truck ; it was not true that he took the gold 
strap from the workman . 


that he has kept quite even after receiving Exh. W1 and 
W2 without controverting the basis of the claim made 
against him . The argument was that he was not bound to 
reply and hence no adverse inference be drawn . But when 
definite claim is made against him , giving a certain account 
of the incidents and he keeps quite till he is required to 
meet the case in adjudication , he will have to establish 
his case by clear and acceptable evidence and by exhibiting 
a pattern of behaviour and conduct of his business and 
affairs in an unassailable way . Where all that can be 
urged by him is " my oath is as good as the other man s " , 
keeping quite and taking no action after a claim is made 
against him would be a circumstance that would tilt the 
scale against him . It was also urged that in Exh . W1.no 
reinstatement had been claimed because the workman bad 
voluntarily abandoned the service . It cannot mean that all . 
It is clear that Exh . W1 written within a few days of the 
incident was for demanding money dues and the passbook . 
In any case , Exh , W2 does claim reinstatement and the 
claim was made very much before the 2nd party started 
pleading abandonment. It is difficult to believe that a 
loaded truck would be kept near the driver s house at night. 


In cross examination , he stated there were no vouchers for 
salary and daily allowances paid to the workman ; the salary 
for November , 1974 has been paid but there is no voucher or 
other evidence ; he denied that the gold strap was given to 
him while the workman attended to a puncture in a wheel; 
he also denied the deduction of Rs. 25 / - for depositing in the 
Bank account; he denied that the truck had been stationed near 
his house at night before the milk consignment was sought to 
be delivered as the truck was being left at the driver s place 
whenever overnight stay was necessary ; the workman used 
to stay in Ribandar ; it was the cleaner s duty to look after 
the truck during the night ; the driver used to report to him 
only after delivering the goods to various consignees; and 
that he did not remove the workman from service. 


MW2 is the purchaser of truck from the 2nd party and 
no documents as to transfer of ownership of the truck were 
made out in his favour and he sold the truck to some other 
party and the documents were made out in the name of the 
transferee from him . 


For these reasons, the Tribunal accepts the case of the 
workman in regard to the deduction of Rs. 25 / - per month 
and reinstatement in service with continuity of service . 
The incident of the Gold strap is in no way connected with 
the dispute about termination which is the subject matter 
of the reference. By no stretch of imagination can the 
incident of the Gold strap be considered as being incidental 
to the point referred for adjudication . This Tribunal has 
no jurisdiction upon every dispute or quarrel between an 
employee and his employer . Therefore , no relief is being 
given to the workman in respect of the gold strap . 

In the matter of back wages , the Tribunal takes into 
account the statement of the workman that he is getting 
Rs . 200 / - per month plus food since about a year after 
23-11-74 . At another time he has stated it was after more 
than a year that he found the other job . An attempt was 
made by the employer to show that the workman was driving 
the " ENO ” Van . It has been denied and there is no evidence 
to support the suggestion . From November , 1975 , back wages 
at Rs. 50 /- per month would meet the ends of justice . There 
will be full back wages at Rs. 300 / - per month from Novem 
ber, 1974 to end of October , 1975. In regard to the amount 
of Rs. 25 / - per month , the actual state of the back account 
will be taken to fix the employer s liability by deducting it 
from Rs. 1150 / -. This last figure cannot be Rs. 1160 / - as 
claimed by the workman since 1160 is not a multiple of 25 . 
The following award is passed . 


That is all the oral evidence in the case . As far as docu 
mentary evidence is concerned , there are only Exh . Wi & 
W2 dated 1-12-74 and 7-1-1975 which are letters written 
by the workman to the employer . 

Exh . W1 very clearly states that for no fault of the 
writer (i, e , workman ) the employer got annoyed on 22-11-74 
and told the workman , to leave the job and that inspite 
of repeated pleas by the workman , the employer was ada 
mant and refused to allow the workman to work and that 
a demand for the bank pass -book was also made but turned 
down . The letter also refers to the gold strap and ends 
with a request for the return of the bank pass -book and 
the gold strap. Exh . W2 sets out that the termination of 
service without assigning reasons and without notice pay 
was illegal, wrongful & unjustified and makes a demand 
for reinstatement with continuity of service and full back 
wages . A copy of Exh . W2 was sent to the Commissioner 
for Labour & Employment with a request for taking action . 


AWARD 


The workman Shri Ramesh Vasudev Shirodkar shall be 
reinstated by the employer Shri Roger Jacinto Cabral imme 
diately with continuity of service. The workman will also be 
entitled to get Rs . 300 / - per month for 12 months from No 
vember , 1974 to October , 1975 and at Rs. 50 / - per month from 
November, 1975 till reinstatement from the employer . The 
employer shall also pay the workman such amount as may 
be necessary for making up a total of Rs. 1150 / - after taking 
into account the exact balance in Bank of Baroda account 
No. 2799. The workman can obtain a duplicate of the Bank 
Pass - Book , as he is the holder of the account, for showing the 
balance in the amount for working out the exact liability of 
the employer 

No relief is given in regard to the claim for return of gold 
strap . 


In the written statement the employer contended that 
when the incident at the shop of Pankar , . the consignee 
of the milk cartons, took place, Carmo Azavedo and cleaner 
Anant were present. These two persons have not been exa 
mined . When a party does not examine independent persons 
in support of his case and rests content on his own state 
ment, his case becomes a bit weak . There are two other 
circumstances in this case which do no credit to the em 
ployer s case . He is an employer who has taken no vouchers 
and kept no record about his business . It is difficult to 
believe that he has not kept any accounts in writing about 
the business carried on by him . The second circumstance is
